THE IDEAL IN RELIGION. 
SERMON BY THE REV. H. N. POWERS. 

The following sermon on The Ideal in Religion 
was preached last night by the Re. H. N. Pow- 
ers, in St. John’s Episcopal Church on Ashland 
avenue, as@ farewell sermon to that church 
and congregation, whose Rectorship he hase 
lately resigned. He took for his text : 

Now if any man build on this foundation gold, 
silver, precious stones, wood, hay stubble.—/, Cvrim- 
Chirana, t., 12. 

Forgetting those things which are bebind and reach- 
ing forth unto those things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the hig 
God in Christ Jesus,— PAilipmans, i:i., 12, 

Christianity consists in such believinz and liy- 
img as accord with the Gospel, but its supreme 

result is holiness of character. Its teachings, 
discipline, ceremonial, accessories, all point to 
this. Herein is its virtue, and in this is its value 
as the hope and salvation of the world. While 
Christianity shows the way out of a state of con- 
demnation and death, it carries along with the 
rescne whatever makes the disciple like his Mas- 
ter,—the Christ of God. Its nature is such that 
assimilates to itself, in human life, 
all that humanity is created to use and 
enjoy in material good aad _ intellectual 
gains. The foundation of the Christian life 
is Christ, and Christ is the pattern after which it 
ig to be formed in its journey through time. To 
be, it must necessarily have a beginning ; but its 
career is one of progress, and ite consummation 
is in the world to come. When the pure soul 
leaves this present state forthe next, wo have 
no fears of it. Possessed of heavenly elements, 
it will seek heavenly affinities, and no power can 
keep it from the supreme good. In this world 
there will be, of course, great varieties of Chris- 
tian development. Nove will be absoiutely per- 
fect, while the range will extend from the dul! 
and stupid soul, in which the divine light 
faintly dawns, to the ripe and beautiful one that 
has long walked intimately with God. 
There are natural differences in the capacity for 
spiritual things, and different gifts by the game 
spirit. ' 

Now, while I would be none the less impor- 
tunate than any with respect to calling people 
to start on the Obristian life, what I desire to 
hold up on the present occasion is the impera- 
tive duty of all to aim atthe attainment of the 
highest excellence for which they are fitted. We 
are to take heed how we build the superstructure 
of character. We are to reach forth unto those 
things that are before,—are to press towards the 
mark for the prize of our high calling, and that 
mark, or standard, is the perfection of Christ. 
We are to add to our faith virtue; and to 
virtue knowledge ; and to knowledge temperance ; 
and to temperance patience; and to patience 
godliness; and to godliness brotherly kind- 
ness ; and to brotherly kindness charity. There 
must be, for Christian progress, a high ideal,— 
that is, the habitual aim, and mood, and aspira- 
tion, of the man must be exalted. It is plam 
enough that one is always approximating to his 
ideals. Cea cup enegeon thought, affection, 
desire, inevitably bave powerful influence over 
him. He is largely as he thinks. For his 
thought is the efflux and reflection of himself. 
Take the gross, cruel, mercevary, treacherous 
person, and if you could see into his mind you 
would note that bis standard of con- 
duct is low and groveling. He is used 
to conceive of carnal pleasures as chief, 
to measure all success by worldly gain, 
to count all unselfish and generous efforts as 
fooliab, to find satisfaction. whatever the mis- 
ery to others, in any triumph of his evil policy. 
The entertainments of his affections are sordid. 
The main scope and drift of his life are down to 
an onhealthy, fetid level He is accustomed to 
dwell and brood upon what is of a coarse, mean, 
hard, sensual character. So he grows in that 
direction. While there may still be streaks of 
humanity in him. the commanding traits are 
bad. His whole life 1s colored and flavored by 
the unholy and unlovely ideal that is his stand- 
ard of conduct. 

The ideal of the true, pure, beautiful soul is 
always exgited. Where the drift of feeling is 
generous and pure ; where the sense of self-re- 
spect and honor is delicate; where the images 
that flock to the mind are of a kind to stimulate 
a noble emulation ; where One lives in an atmos- 
phere of sincerity and truthfulness, and meas- 
ures bis motives and acts by the Divine stand- 
ards, there is a constant impulse to go forward, 
a desire for gracious improvement, s growth 
mto the stature of the botter man. ‘or the in- 
tellectual and spiritual vature thrive on what 

is suited to their subsistence. The presence of 
splendid examples of character, the nourishment 
of right feelings and tender and strong affeo- 
' tions, the evolution of sympathies that direct 
generous and heroic acts, the quickening of con- 
science by its contact with divipe truths 
and the holiness of God—all this tends 
and intensify the ideal, and are 
of the growing Christian life. The’ 
man, under such a gracious influence, is con- 
stantly inspired vo right endeavor, ie constantly 
impressed with a sense of the dignity and utili- 
ties of life.

JACKSONVILLE, Lil., Sept. 22.—The subject of 
coal-mining has received a sudden stimulus here 
by the reported development, last Saturday, of 
the best coal so far discovered in Illinom, lying 
in a 9-foot vein, only 12 feet below the suriace. 

The vein of 'coal is situate on the north farm 
of the Hon. A. J. Thompson, 3'¢ miles from 
Chapin, & station on the Toledo, Wabash & 
Western Railroad, about 10 miles from this city. 
Coal has been, for some years, mined at Chapin

farm; but the veins .are thin, and the 
coal is sulphurous, and slacks much 


too quickly, when exposed to the air, to éver 
make a great suceess of the operation of the 
mines. This newly-diseovered article, lying in 
such a maguificent vein, has been determined 
freer from su!phur than ‘its neighboring veins, 
and much less liable to deterioration on expos- 
uré than any other coal mised in the State. 

Aa effort is now being madeto interest the 
capitalists of Jacksonville in the Thompson 
vein, with reasovuable prospects of success, the 
only drawback being that coal is only worth 10 to 
12 cents a bushel, or $2.50 a ton, delivered in 
this city.

His face 
is constantiy the picture of despair. But, in 
time of real distress, he is master of the situa 
tion and of himself. No man in the world is 
oftener frightened at nothing; no one is braver 
than be when the ship is wrecked.

THR MECHANICS’ NATIONAL BARK. 

An iraie stockhoider of tue deiunet Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank, named Henry Lightner, tiled 
a bill Sacurdey in the Circuit Court against J. 
Young Scammon, Bénjamin V. Page, and J. 38. 
Reed to recover the vaine of his stock, which he 
claimed had been depreciated by the defendants’ 
illegal actions. The complainant states that the 
Mechanics’ National Bank was organized in 1864, 
and that he has been a stockholder in it ever 
since that time. Mr. Scammon had also been a 
siockbolder since the bavk’s organization ; Page 
stockholder from 1864 to 1873, 


was a 
acd Reed from 169 t© the present 
time. Immediately after the bank was organ- 
ized Scammon me President, and Page 


the Vice-President, Reed also in January, 1869, 
was made Cashier. Ali the defendants received 
large salaries for their services, which, however, 
in the case of Scammon, terminated in January, 
1374, in tue case of Page in August, 1873, and m 
that of Reed in February, 1874. The defendants 
however. sines they ceased to occupy their 
official positions and draw the emvulumeuts con- 
pected therewith, bave continued up to she 
present time to act &6 Directors, 

kver since the defendants became officers they 
have assomed entire charge of the bank and iis 
affairs, exercising the entire conirol of its 
moneys, funds, and otvber credits, and running it 
according to their own wili and pleasure, By 
virtue, of Buch conduct it is alleged the 
defendants became bound to faithfully 
administer the affairs of the baok,to appiy and 
use its moneys aod credits in a proper manner, 
and generally to do and cause to be done only 
those acts which would be for the common ben- 
efit of all the stockholders. From the time 
Page retired, in August, 1873, up to January, 
1874, Scammon and Reed assumed entire control 
of the bank. They, bowever, aod Page, as is 
claimed, bave proved unfaithful to their trust 
siace tue first organization of the bank. They 
have been uomindful of their obligations, they 
have been negiment in the discharge of their 
duties, carelesa of the rights of the other stock- 
holders, and have wrongfally converted the 
bank assets. to their own use. The re- 
sult was inevitably to impair the 
standing of the bank, and finally to cause its 
ruin. The capital, surplus aod undivided profits 
at one time amounted to $400,000, and this has 
all been ewaliowed up to the great damage of 
complainant and the other stockholders, 

In particular it is alleged that the defendants 
allowed Reed to keep and carry three separate 
accounte, one in the name of ‘' Jd; 5. Reed,” aa- 
other in the pame of * Jas. Sam. Reed,” and «a 
third under the t tleof * Moss & Co.,” to largely 
overdraw those accounts, to make large loans to 
himseif personally, aud to carry the accounts on 
the books of the bank under the head of “ cash 
item” or ‘*‘r cash.” No secority was 
demanded on these loses or overdrafts, 


whiea amounted in all to 665,000 on tae Sch day f 


of January, 1874.. No part of . thie amount has 
béen paid, and it is charged that Reed is how 
insolvent, and that the whole amount is lost. 

In the next place, Lightner claims that on the 
29.h of February, 1872, Reed drew his personal 
draft for $20,000 on the National Exchange Bank 
of Boston, bad tt charged to that bauk, and then 
credited the account of “James Sam Reed” 
with the amount. The amount of the draft was 
drawn trom the bank, and the draft was carried 
im different accounts in the Mechanics’ National 
Bank for over twenty-two months, and is up- 
paid tip to the present time, to the great loss of 
the stockholders. 

itis also alleged that the defendants dissi- 
pated the capital and snrplas by unsafe. loaus 
and spéculations, escecally in thé Riverside Im- 
provement Company; that these loaos amount- 
ed to over $66,000, a emali part only of which 
can be recovered. The detendanis have also 
furnished large sums of mopey tothe Marine 
Company, which bave beeo lost there. The 
amount of the overdrafts of the Marine Com- 
pany is about $122,000, no part of which bas 

én paid, and 18 now lost. 

In & settiement between the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional Bank and the Metropolitan National Bank 


of New York, in January, 1874, a pri- 
vate debt of Mr. Scammon - for #$15,- 
000 was included Ae due to the 


New York back; and algo a private debt of Page 
for $15.600, and of Reed for $15,600. To secure 
this debt of $47,000, three certificates of deposit 
of the Meehanica’ National Bank were given, se- 
cured by land of the bank. Scammon and Reed 
have paid theif portions, but Page's part is still 
due. 

The complainant pas asked the otber Directors 
to allow him to begin suit to recover the amount 
wasted by the defeudanis, but they have refused, 
and he therefore files his bill on behalf of him- 
self and ail others who may choose to join, ask- 
ing for an account and the reparment by the de- 
fendante of the amount squandered by them.

Rockland (Me. Omnion, 

The process of catching porgies, carried on by 
a large number of steaihers on this coast, is an 
exceedingly tuteresting and vovel sight. When 
& school is sighted, small boats go out with the 
drag-nets and anrround it. The nets are then 
gradually drawn tn till the whole school, which 
at first oceupies several acres, is maared in a 
space of 20 or 30 feet. Then the steamer

| alongside, a part of the net is taken on board, 


and the dip-net set in motion. This ia shaped 
like a buekuet, and holds five or six barrels. It 
is attached to a tackle and fall, and works simi- 
larly to the apparatus used for unloading coal.

Swiftpess scoops up the fish and tranefers them 
to the hold of the steamer. The net is emptied 
aud filled three times per minute. and in an hour 
the steamer can be completiy loaded. When the 
hold is fliled, the batehes are put on and the 
decks loaded.

The fish are put 
into large tenks and steamed, which reduces 
them +o ptilp, when the oil m pressed out. The 
oil 18 obtained in much better shape, as well as 
more thoroughly, by this method than cou'd be 
done by pressing the raw fish. The chum, as 
that winieh remiams after the oil is extracied is 
called, is sold for a fertilizer. it ie much im- 
proved by being mixed wiih ground bones.

THE LOGICAL RESULT OF TIE 3.65 

SCHEME, 

On Saturday we had some suggestions 
concerning the issue of 3.65 bonds by the 
Government, convertible at pleasure into 
greenbacks. We propose now briefly to 
trace the adoption of such a scheme to its 
conclusion and logical consequences, The 
plan begins with abolishing all bank or other 
notes, and issuing in lieu thereof additional 
greenbacks, making an aggregate issue of 
$750,000,000 to commence business with, 
the holders of these greenbacks to have the 
privilege of surrendering them at any time, 
and receiving therefor Government bonds 
bearing 3.65 per cent interest. 

Doubling the volume of greenbacks will 
nécessarily depreciate their gold value. They 
are now worth about 86 cents. Let us concede 
that the new scheme will not knock them 
down below 75 cents in gold value, or, what 
is the same thing, in purchasing power. 
The aggregate deposits in all the banks of 
the United States are about $2,000,000,000, 
half of which is in the savings banks. 
‘These deposits, to begin with, will lose 
about $200,000,000 of their present purchas- 
ing power. 

As we explained in the previous article, 
the interest on $750,000,900 of greenbacks:at 
3.65 per cent is over $27,000,000, and to get 
this interest would constitute an irresistible 
inducement, or suction power, so to speak, to 
change greenbacks into 3.65 bonds, which 
bonds would circulate as money just as freely 
as bank-notes now do. In a few months 
after the proposed bill goes into effét not 
less than $700,000,000 of the greenbacks will 
disappear from circulation and reappear in 
the shape of 3.65 bonds, drawing an interest 
of more than $25,000,000, .which, added to 
the loss of the taxes derived now from the then 
abolished banks, will cause a deficit in the 
National Treasury of about $33,000,000, to be 
made up by an increase of taxation. 
The bonded debt of the United States 
would thus be increased by fully $700,000,- 
000, and there would be an equal sum of idle 
greenbacks piled up in the Treasury. Buta 
part of the scheme is to reissue this currency. 
But how? To get them back into circula- 
tion the Treasury must go into market and 
purchase 6 per cent or 5 per cent gold bonds. , 
These, with greenbacks worth 75 cents on 
the dollar, will cost at least 135 in green- 
backs. To purchase a $100 bond will re-’ 
quire $135 in greenbacks, and the receiver 
will immediately exchange his $135 for 3.65 
bonds, receiving therefor about 5 per cent 
interest per annum. The $700,000,000. of 
idle greenbacks will be thus ‘kept pushed on 
the market continuously, and necessarily 
their value will constantly depreciate. The 
8.65 bonds will of themselves become a cur- 
rency passing from hand to hand. The’ 
greenbacks will steadily depreciate as..they 
are reissued, and 3.65 bonds will become a 
drug in the market, As their interest will 
be payable in currency, there will be no foreign 
market for them. 7 
It is safe to assume that nobody will -sell 
their gold bonds for less than 150 or 160, and 
so up to 200, as the greenbacks are forced on 
the market, for the purchase of these gold 
bonds. Thus, to buy $1,000,000 of bonds 
will cost at the start at léast $1,500,000 of 
greenbacks; and the receivers then will in- 
stantly convert them into 3.65 bonds for the 
sake of the interest. Thus the bonded debt 
will increase half a million for every million 
of gold bonds purchased ; and, after awhile, 
for every million of gold bonds purchased, 
two millions of 3.65.bonds will have to be is- 
sued, because the non-interest greenbacks 
will go straight back to the Treasury, in ex- 
change for currency 3.65 bonds. 
At the end of the time necessary to get 
done buying bonds and issuing 3.65’s in their 
place, we shall have something like the fol- 
lowing result :

sions. Just as rapidly as the new bonds can 
be issued, the greenbacks will be rushed back 
to the Treasury ; and as fast as it becomes 
necessary for the Treasury to purchase old 
bonds, the price of the latter will be rushed 
up. We have put the probable rates at which 
these old bonds might be purchased at 135, 
165, and 200, in greenbacks, but this is alto- 
gether too low an estimate, especially as the 
greenbacks will have to be sold for gold in 
order to redeem or purchase the one thousand 
millions of bonds held in foreign countries. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has during 
the last three years exchanged $500,000, 000 
of 5 per cents for an equal amount of 6 
per cents. In due time he will be able to 
reduce all the 6 per cent bonds to 5 per 
cents, and, if the business of the country 
were on a permanent specie basis, there is 
no doubt he could find a market for a loan 
at 44 per cent. The perpetual agitation of 
the question of inflated currency, and the 
public advocacy of a permanent paper-money 
basis, so affects national credit that all oper- 
ations of the Treasury are embarrassed. But 
of all schemes that heve been devised to 
patch up a rotten paper-money system, this 
thing of issuing depreciated paper to buy up 
gold, and having the paper fundable at par 
in interest-bearing bonds, is the broadest 
burlesque upon common sense and financial 
policy. 

There are now $370,000,000 of greenbacks 
outstanding. Ifthe option were made to 
the holders of these to fund them everl'in a 4 
per cent gold bond, payable forty or fifty 
years hence, we have no question that the 
great bulk of the legal tenders would take 
that form of investment, even at their pres- 
ent value. But if these same notes 
were to be again issued to purchase 
gold and gold bonds, and sold of course for 
what could be got for them, their value 
would fall to such an extent that their ex- 
change for the new bonds would be simulta- 
neous with their issue. The whole pro- 
ceeding would be equivalent to the redemp- 
tion of the present bonded debt by the issue 
of new bonds bearing 3.65 per cent’ currency 
interest, in the proportion of two new bonds 
for one old bond, thus practically substitut- 
ing arate of 7.30 percent interestfor the 
present 5 per cent, and atthe same time 
doubling the debt. 


CHICAGO BUILDINGS IN 1876. 

The St. Louis papers are still at their old 
game of brag with reference to,the number 
of hew building permits in that city during 
the year as compared with Chicago. The 
Republican says that St. Louis will count 
4,000 new buildings for this year, and con- 
trasts that with a statement of a paper 
in this city that only 837 building permits 
had been issued in Chicago during the past 
eight months. But the Hepudlican omits to 
explain, or perhaps did not knov;, that one 
building permit in Chicago may cover a score 
of dwellings or a great block of half-a-dozen 
storerooms. There have been «ected or are 
in process of construction in the West Di- 
vision alone more than doub! 6 837 stractures 
since last spring. When th year expires we 
shallcount up all the nevs buildings. For 
the present it is sufficient. to say that Chicago 
is building all she deeds, and she needs a 
good many new build‘ngs to accommodate 
her ever-increasing po?>ulation. The amount 
of money expended thiis year, from March 1 
to Jan. 1, for building, will reach fully $10,- 
000,000, paid out im the construction of 
solid buildings of brick and stone. No 
frame buildings have been erectéd, and hun- 
dreds of old frames have }»een demolished or 
removed outside the city limits. These 
$10,000,000 have produced results which 
could not have been accomplished with $15,- 
000,000 at any time before the panic. There 
is more to show for the money expended this 
year than could have been shown for the 
same amount at any time during the past 
twenty-five years. Our )>eople have learned 
to build not only in a solid and elegant, but 
very economical, manner. Building materials 
have become a very itnportant branch of 
local manufacture. Stone of excellent qual- 
ity is obtained close by the city, is quarried 
rapidly and cheaply t»y labor-saving appli- 
ances, and is brought to the city at very low 
cost for transportatio’a. The same general 
fact is true of limé, sand and brick, roofing 
meterial, lumber, jglass, paints, and fin- 
ishing work. It only required about 
three-fifths as mach to put up the 
buildings of this year as it would 
two years ago. ‘Lhe vacant lots of a year 
ago in the old burnt district are most of them 
filled up with fine blocks. A number of the 
principal streets are completed with continu- 
ous rows of business buildings from river to 
lake. Scarcely a lot is now vacant. A large 
proportion of the 60 acres in the Second and 
Third wards made vacant by the fire of last 
year has been recovered With good, solid 
buildings, and in the suburbs buildings are 
going up literally by the acre. 

Chicago has bailt exactly what she needed ; 
if she has not done more, itis because she 
has not required more. What she has done 
is to accommodate the natural overcrowding 
of the city, and our citizens have improved 
the opportunities to build, because it was the 
best thing they could do with their money. 
The improvement of thousands of vacant 


| lots was the best investment they could make 


with their money, and in almost every in- 
stance tenar.ts have been secured in advance 
of construction. 

Chicago is suffering less and has less to 
complain of by reason of the panic of 1873 
than alriost any other city in the United 
States. Her prosperity is solid and per- 
manent, Her trade is healthy and strong, 
and her commerce is flowing securely in its 
oldcb annels. If St. Louis wants toknow the

POLITICS IN MINNESOTA. 

The political situation in Minnesota is get- 
ting a little mixed in its warp and woof. The 
threads have crossed and snarled, and the sit- 
uation may be summed up somewhat as fol- 
lows: The Republicans held their Conven- 
tion and pronounced for honest, par money. 
The Democrats held their Convention and 
pronounced for hard money also. They 
adopted the Republican. platform almost 
bodily. It hardly contained enough of the 
essence of Bourbon to be recognized by the 
most inveterate old-liner. On currency, 
sound money, tariff, national sovereignty, en- 
forcement of the laws, etc., the two were 
nearly identical in planks and general con- 
struction. Upon the Democratic platform 
D. D, Buert was nominated for Governor. 

So far, so good. Then came the ‘ Anti- 
Moryropolists’ ” Convention, a squad of infla- 
tioa malcontents, ten or fifteen in number, 
headed and tailed by Icnatrvs DonweELuy. 
The dozen met, and, under Donnexy’s direc- 
‘ions, they baited a hook ‘with inflation, rag- 


money, 3.65 bonds, and other truck, and went 
fishing for a candidate. The first one to bite 
was this same D. D. Bueiz, who had already 
accepted a position upon the Democratic 
hard-money platform.

The situation re- 
solves itself, therefore, as follows:: Bury, the 
Democratic candidate on a hard»money plat- 
form, has accepted the nomination of the Anti- 
Monopolists upon a rag-money, inflation plat- 
form. He has mounted two horses going two 
different ways, and is going to attempt the 
feat of riding them. The St. Paul Dispatch 
(Democratic), speaking of the rag-money 
ticket, says: ‘* The ticket will command just 
about two-thirds as many votes as there were 
delegates present, and is not even so muth 
as a gnat or-e¢bell’s horn in the political af- 
fairs of Minnesota.” But how about the 
Democratic ticket ? The people of Minne- 
sota are reputed to be possessed of more than 
ordinary intelligence and honesty. What do 
they think of the greed and covetousness for 
office displayed by this man Buxiz? - Will 
they swallow such a specimen of hypocrisy 
as this without a protest ? If he is an infla- 
tionist, whatis he asking hard-money votes 
for? If heisa hard-money man, why is he 
consorting with the inflationists? The peo- 
ple of Minnesota never had such an excel- 
lent opportunity before to rebuke  po- 
litical duplicity, and we mistake their 
temper if they do not crush this corrupt com- 
bination into atoms. The political issues of 
the day are too momentous, too powerful in 
their influence upon the business interests of 
the country, to allow of such double dealing 
and bad faith, political trickery and personal 
hypocrisy. Itis a time when every man run- 


mistakable in his views.. We submit that a 
man who declares himself in favor at one and 
the same time of sound money and unsound 
money is a political charlatan, who is not 
safe to be trusted in a responsible position, 
and who does not deserve the vote of any 
honest man in his own party, or in either of 
the two parties whose opposing interests’ he 
champions.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE BUILDING. 

The report of the last Government Com- 
mission which investigated the condition of 
the Custom-House building, and the direc- 
tions of the Secretary of the Treasury made 
in accordance therewith, reach the result 
which Trae Trarevwe predicted at the time the 
local architects made their examination. 
There can be no reasonable question as to the 
correctness of the conclusions which arqset 
forth in this report. They have received’thie 
unanimous concurrence of seven of the lead- 
ing architects, builders, and engineers of the 
country, and agree in the main with the con- 
clusions of our local architects and engineers. 
They recognize the defects of the original 
plan, the neglect to reach the hard-bottom 
clay with piles, the careless inspection of the 
stone, and the apparmt indifference to the 
public good in making the stone-contract, 
but they do not declare the building unsafe, 
and therefore do not inssi that errors and de- 
fects which are not irremediable shall cause the 
walls to be torn down és a cost of $1,200,000 
to the public. The Commissioners make 
several recommendatiiis which, if carried 
out, will render the bulding as firm and sub- 
stantial as an entirely new building of the 
same kind could be made. They suggest (1) 
that the concrete be increased to a uniform 
depth of 4 feet, and trought up to a level to 
receive the flooring; 2) that there be hence- 
forth a more rigid mspection of the stone, 
and all the defective md discolored stone now 
in the building be mmoved, and good stone 
in conformity to the contract be substituted 
therefor ; (3) that the weight of the build- 
ing above the secoid, story be reduced by 
omitting the stone york above the cornices 
and the stone roof over the porticoes ; (4) 
that the concrete fdindations be thoroughly 
secured against frod ; (5) that bench-marks 
shall be provided by driving piles into the 
blue clay, from whith the levels of the build- 
ing shall be taken.) These are the principal 
recommendations d the Commissioners, and 
they estimate thaf the additional cost of 
equalizing the fourflation will be fully offset 
by the saving in stohe-cutting and ornamenta- 
tion, the omission #f which is recommended 
to reduce the weigit.

The work 
that may be done before frost sets in will be 
preparatory in its nature, such as to protect 
the building from the severity of the winter 
and place everything in readiness for rapid 
progress early in the spring. According to 
the present outlook, the Custom-House ought 
to be under a roof by this time next year. 
The Philadelphia Ledger punctures the rag- 
money argument of the inflationists that the 
currency has been contracted, whereby busi- 
ness has suffered and hard times been pro- 
duced. The assertion that the volume of pa- 
per notes is less now than any time since 
1860 is completely knocked in the head. But 
the table does not exhibit the full force of 
the refutation, in not showing the greatly en- 
hanced purchasing power of the currency 
since 1866. During that year gold ranged 
from 140 to 167, whereas this year, 1875, it 
has ranged from 112 to 117, showing that the 
paper dollar is worth 25 to 30 per cent more 
than it was ten years ago. Everybody 
knows that $75 in currency will go 
farther now in the support of a family, in- 
cluding house-rent, fuel, and clothing, than 
#100 would in 1866. And yet, while the pur- 
chasing power of the currency has thus in- 
creased by more than a quarter, the quantity 
of it is seventy millions greater than in 1866, 
Still the knaves tell the fools that there has 
been a fearfu! contraction of the currency 
since 1866, and that the “‘hard times” have 
been produced thereby! Now, here is a 
table, compiled from official sources, showing 
the state of the currency from 1861 to 1875.

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One of the most striking features of the 
metropolitanism of Chicago is the number of 
public places of amusement which are support- 
ed. There are now six theatres in thecity which 
have opened regular seasons, besides a host of 
inferior places, while cities like St. Louis and 
Cincinnats give but feeble support to not more 
than two regular theatres. It is worthy of note, 
however, that the citizens of Chicago have post- 
poned their theatre-goinug later this season than 
usual, and the support the amusements have re- 
ceived thus far has been mainly from 
the strangers and floating population. It 
is to be hoped that this is no 
indication of a decline of interest in 
theatrical and musical entertainments, It 
rests with the residents of @ city to determine 
the character of the public entertainments, and 
it is for them to use the proper discrimination 
between legitimate and reputaple places of 
amusement and those which pander to low tastes 
and bad habits. Beer may be all well enough in 
@ proper way, and music.certainly is, but when 
they are combined to entice young men and 
young women to certain places which it is not 
necessary to name, but which have become nu- 
merous of late, they are both dangerous agents 
of vice. The best way to discountenance 
and discourage such places is to patronige and 
support the theatres, concerts, and lectures 
which furnish intellectual and reputable enter- 
tainments either for instruction or amusement. 
Good theatres are the surest evidence of ad- 
vanced metropolitanism that a city can have, 
and Chicago should exert itself to sustain its ex- 
cellent feputation as one of the best amusement 
cites in the country. 
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We desire to call the special attention of those 
members of the Common Council who are wa- 
vering on the fire-limits question, in consequence 
of the pressure brought to bear by selfish, fool- 
ish incendiary persons, to the following short 
article from the Detroit Post of the 21th inst. 
The Post expresses the prevailing opinion in all 
the other cities on thig continent. It says:

New York, Sept. 26.—A Herald . special from 
Fall River says the strike promises to extend in- 
to the dreary months of winter. The mills 
were to have been opened », on the 
27th inst. at the 10 ©6per _—s cent 
reduction. The operatives hed determined to 
yield and goto work. Now, however, the manu- 
facturers demand that every operative before he 
goes to work, mast sign these conditions 
Firet, that but one-eighth of the employes of 
any room asball give notice to’ leave at 
any one time, which notice shall be 
written ten days in advance, and that ten 
daye shal! so elapse between the notice of every 
eighth from each department ; second, that bat 
one notice from any mule or other room shall be 
sent at any one date; third, that all 
the employes bind themselves to separate 
from all organizations and associations 
that may attempt to interfere with the 
hours of work or amount of wages; fourth, any 
violations of these conditions to result in instant 
diemissal from th¢' mills of Fall River. ‘fhe 
operatives are determined not to sign the doca- 
ment. Spinners, weavers, and carders are ali 
alike on this question. They regard this move- 
meut of the manufacturers as a tacit 
acknovledgment that they will sti'l further re- 
duce the wages of the help within two weeks of 
the time that the men goin; that these condi- 
tions inean simply to place the men beyond the 
possibility of further resistance. At the Border 
City Mills about one-half the hande have 
signed—eat least the overseers ay 80, 
and that they will surely start on Monday. 
In other mill», bowever, where they employ 800 
to 1,000 bands, not more than thirty or forty 
have signed, which is insufiicient to keep even 
the smaliest mill at work. The general pro- 
gramme cetermined on to-dayis as follows: 
They will adi go to the mills 
on Monday ; they will not g0 
to work uniess the owners withdraw 
the agreement, nor can the owners find enough 
haods to start. If any mill should start, it is 
probable there will be work for the glaziers, and 
perbape for the police. 

In the afternoon a grind mass-mesting will 
be held in the park, which probably will at- 
tended by 10,000 or 15,000 operatives.

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT REPORT. 

WasHInoton, Sept. 25.—The September report 
of the Department of Agriculture says of the 
corn-crop : ‘* Could it be thoroughly ripened, its 
aggregate would exceed any previous crop, and 
the yield per acre would be one of the best, not- 
withstanding the losses by overflow of bot- 
toma and the saturation of heavy, flat soils, 
such losses proving less than the usual damages 
by drought and insects, while the rains bare 
greatly benefited the crop on dryer and higher 
soils. Nearly everywhere corn is late in matur- 
ing, from one to two weeks ; a genera! high con- 
dition is sti‘! maintained, the average ng il 
per cent higher than m August. he State 
averages are: Maine, 105; New Hamp- 
shire, 100; Vermont, 98; Massachusetts, 100;

Wasutnatos, D. C., Sept. 26.—For some days 
rumors tha!, Mr. Delano had resigned bave been 
rather more plentiful than usual, but, from the 
fact that such reports have been common for 
months, they attracted but little attention. It 
seoms, however, « that this time they 
bave a solid foundation, and that 
Mr. Delano has personally performed 
his last act as the Secretary of the Interior. 
Hitherto Mr. Deiano’s friends have been very 
confident that he would retain bis place at ali 
hazards. The Secretary seems tothink that the 
reportof the Red Cloud Investigating Com- 
mission, which will be favorable to him, will 
make it possible for him retire with some show of 
cvedit, whereas if heshould remain by permission 
‘of the President the investigations that will be 
made by the House next winter would probably 
give him no option but to retire in bumiliating 
disgrace. Zendering his resigowtien now, his 
friends are left free to say that 
he does it without waiting the 
report of the Investigation Committee, con- 
fident that his innocence of the charges mace 
against him will be demonstrated,—and ali that 
sort of thing. It had already been predicted 
that the resignation would accompany the 
report when the nature of the report would be 
known to him, but be has forestailed the criti- 
ciem that would result from pursuiog such a 
course. 

AS TO HIS SUCCESSOR, 
rumor is rife, but can get no nearer than a vague 
prediction that be will be either Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Pratt, Jobn Rus- 
sell Jones, of Chicago, or Judge Taft, 
of Cincinnati. The name of ex-Gov. Dennison, 
of Onbio, is also mentioned in this connection, 
but there are few who believe that the President 
would, knowing Dennison as well as he does, 
confer so important ap office upon him. Many 
believe that, as a stroke of policy which would 
have a werful effect on the Ohio election, 
Judge Taft will be selected, but of course all 
must be speculation until theofficial announce- 
ment is made, as it wili be possibiy some time 
this week. ; 
THE LETTER OF RESIGNATION. 

Wasuinetron, D. C., Sept. 26.—The follow- 
ing is the letter of the Hon..0. De- 
lano resigning -the office of Secretary 
of the Interor, with the President's let- 
ter of acceptance. It may be stated that, on 
the 22d inst., the date of the President's letter, 
Mr. Delano, in company with a friend, calied on 
President Grant at Elizabeth,-N. J., to urge the 
President's acceptance of his resignation. It is

Wasucroron, July 5, 1875.—Mr. President - 1 have 
the honor to transmit with this note my resignation of 
the office of Secretary of the Int rior, You have been 
aware for some time of my earnest desire to retire 
from public life, and you heve understood the reseons 
connected with my private business and domestic 
afiictions which have produced and intensified this 
desire. Last fall, in November, I requested yon to 


accept my resignation. You asked me not to insist 
upon it, and expressed a desire that I should remain in

g you, however, that I 
during the early part of the ensuing 
spring. that period arrived, and during the 
months of April and May, you advised me again not 
to which advice agreed with my own judg- 
ment. reasons for this conclusion need not be 
stated here.

you have invited me, without the solicitation of my- 
self or friends, so faras I know and believe, to take

Cloud, Chief of the Ogallallas, failed to meet the 
Commissioners. The Council adjourned yester- 
day. Spotted Tail, Chief of the Brulos, did not 


Cloud and his Chiefs appeared. The Indians 
went into private council amongst themselves.

alry and the Commissioners. Little Man anda 
dozen of the’ savage wild Northern Indians 
kept riding around the outside of the circle.

The soldiers stood 
with guns loaded and cocked, The Commis- 
sioners were scared, aod calied the attention of 
the friendly Indians. The latter turned away 
the wild Indians and substitused friendly In- 
dians on horseback in the rear of the troops. 

A private guard of Indians and soldiers was 
detailed to follow Little Bad Man, and found the 
latter very restless. It was he who some time 
since threatened to kill a Commissioner. 

There will be no Council by the Commission- 
ere to-morrow, as the Indians say they want to 
bold a council among themselves. 

Maj. Burke's Indians at{Standing Rock’Agen 
leave in disgust to-morrow, but have deleg 
Maj. Burke, the Agent,to sign a treaty for 
them. They got tired of treating. 

A large acquisition of troops is loosed for. A 
single shot fired to-day would have made indis- 
criminate slaughter. All the cavairy were to 
stanc at the head of their horses, byt could have 
rendered no assisiance,as the Indians were 
mounted and surrounded them. The Comms- 
sioners’ hopes of making a treaty are not en- 
couraging. 

Tne Commissioners desire the publication of 
the following: “Senator Allison, by order of 
the Commission, has written a letter to 
Commussioner Smith, giving officiel notice 
of the number of Indians here for the 
Grand Council, and stating that Agent Saville, on

of any kind have been ordered by the Commis- 
sion for any of the [ndians.

THE WARD WILL CASE. 


Proceedings on Friday. 
: Detroit Free Presa, Sept, %5. 

Francis W. Kellogg, of New York City, testi- 
fied that he formerly lived in Grand Rapids, 
from which district he was sent to Congress. 
He knew Capt. E. B. Ward, <ith whom his ac- 
quaintance began about twenty years ago. A 
few years ago he was connected with Ward in 
the Louisiana Railroad project. When be first 
became acquainted with Ward the witness 
formed a very high opinion of his business ca- 

ty. In the spring of 1873 he had frequent 
interviews with Capt. Ward, who pronounced 
the Louisiana Road one of the best enterprises 
in the country. Tbe witness soon learned that 
Ward was a changed man; that was 
fickle, wayward, and averse to business con- 
sultations. He was always m a hurry, 
and frequently said he was going to 
see spiritual mediums. He invariably invited 
the witness to accompany him on these 
visits. Foster, Mansfield, and Slade were some 
of the mediums with whom he wasin consulta- 
tion. This whole thing Mr. K 
with the railroad project. Last November, 
witness, Capt. Ward, and Mr. Edwards went to 
Philadelphia to see Thomas Scott about having 
their road included in a bill which Scott was 
urging before Congress.

“PRINCE OF ROCHESTER.” 


A Sketch of the Fatien House of 
Lord. 
Now York World, 

Rocuxsres, N. ¥., Sept. 23.—The downfall of 
the house of Lord, of Rechester, which is pre- 
paged by the fateful indictment at Buffalo of 
George D. Lord, the eldest son, would seem 
tragic if the high battlements of that house 
were viewed without kvoowledge of the miry 
foundations from which it sprung. 

Tbe two men whose doi~gs have brought this 
house into prominence are Jarvis Lord and 
George D. Lord, bis eldest soo. Jarvis Lord is 
a Senator of the State. George D. Lord was for 
one or twe years a member of the Assembly. 

Jarvia Lord, “Old Jarv.,” as bis cronies call 
him, began life as the attendant of a stallion. 
He bad esesped from a common school with the 
least of eduvation, bat with wits so keen that 
when he removed at an early age from his birth- 
place at Ballston to Pittsford, near Rochester, 
be was soou the proprietor of a paying farm. 
Later he started a grocery on the towpath. 
Later still, he laid out « race-track, at which 
were assembled on stated occasions the best 


trotters of the time. 
With fortune grew ambition. The canals, 


them he had become famriiar, presented attract- 
ive ovportanities. About twenty years ago be 
entered the lists as a contractor, aad io & very 
short time distanced, by his deftness in the coa- 
trivance of unbalanced bids, almost everybody 
who attempted to compete with him. His 
shrewdness and good homor served him with 
politicians end people. He wae elected twice to 


year closes bis third term in the Senate. 

He had married early, and bis son George grew 
up with his fortuoes. As a stripling George 
tolled on his fa‘ber’s farm tended bis 
father’s store.
